AlvineHadiey knows he has a tough 
fight ahead of him to explain the impor- 
tance of the Black community's vote 
against a measure designed to block 
Columbus City Council's rezoning of a 
parcel of land on Sawmill Rd. for the 
creation of a new megamall 

The Tuttle Crossing Mall, which would 
bring in four major anchor stores to the 
Sawmill Rd, site, has been furiously at- 
tacked by some residents of northwest 
Columbus, to the extent that they suc- 
cessfully placed a measure to overturn 
city council's rezoning of a portion of the 
site on the May 3 ballot 

In the Black community, however, the 
measure has generated little direct invol- 
vement -- a fact that disturbs Hadley, one 
of four co-chairs of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee for Columbus Jobs and Schools, a 
group formed to oppose the referendum 

"| had one person in the community 
ask me, ‘what does this have to do with 
us?”, Hadley said. That is a sentiment 
that he is working aggressively to over 
come. 

"This project, although it’s not in the 
inner city, has major impact because it 
sets the right message that we need 
growth and development that's going to 
help the city of Columbus. We need tax 
duplicate that's going to help the city 
schools," Hadley asserted 

As a retiréd child welfare ad- 
ministrator at Franklin County Children's 
services, Hadley knows the impact of 
public schools on the life of a community 
And he also knows that the Columbus 
Public Schools have been hurt by a lack 
of commercial development comparable 
to that of its more althy Suburban 
neighbors. That is wt believes it is 
essential for the Black community to 
support the Tuttle Crossing Mall 
development 

"“African-Americans need to pay spe- 
cial attention to the taxes that will be 
generated for the ColumbussCity School 
District -if this proposed development 
moves forward," Hadley said. The 
proposed mail -- one of the largest 
private developments proposed 
built within the Columbus City School 
District in years -- would generate $2.5 
million per year in real and personal 
property taxes for the Columbus Public 
Schools once it is built

Six white inmates * 
among seven killed

The Easter Day prison riot was not the 
result of racial indifferences despite six 
white inmates were killed in the riot said 
Ohio Department of Rehabilitation and 
Corrections.Director Reginald A. Wilkin- 
son during a press conference Monday 
afternoon; State officials did not identify 
the last inmate by Call and Post 
presstime, 

“It would be apparent that is the case 
because those killed were all white 
prisoners," Wilkinson_said.."It could be 
facially motivated, but that is just’not the 
case. There were some black inmates 
that were seriously injured. We have not 
been able to cross-tabulate the deaths of 
the . prisoners. There is no common 
denominator." 

There was seven inmates killed and 
18 injuries in the maximum-security 
Southern Ohio Correctional Facility that 
stemmed from a staged fight about 3 p.m. 
Seven quards were. injured in while at- 
tempting to deftise the fight that began’ 
in the recreation yard. They managed to 
escape. Guards regained control of the 
yard about 9 p.m.

Church of Christ, to replace Hooks after 
15 years as head of the NAACP. 

The changing of the guard from-Ben- 
jamin Hooks to Ben Chavis is expected 
to has been universally acclaimed as a 
positive move for the NAACP, which has 
been rocked with division and cantrover- 
sy for the past few years. Chavis beat 
out Eart Shinhoster, the southeast 
regional director for the NAACP, and 
Jewell Jackson McCabe, founder of 100 
Black Women, for the post. The Rev. 
Jesse Jackson, who had been a finalist, 
ended up withdrawing from considera- 
tion, apparently because he was unlikely 
to be named to the post 

The Chavis appointment was ap- 
plauded by Cong, John Lewis as being "a 
great choice for a great 

organization." Lewis, a former head 
of the Student Non-Vidlent Coordinating 
Committee in the 1960s, said that Chavis 
---who first earned fame

Judge defends ruling 
releasing VanGundy

To Franklin County Common Pleas 
Court Judge Dale Crawford, it was un- 
doubtedly the most highly visible case in 
which he had ever had to rule, A man 
who had given convicted murderers the 
death sentence with little public com- 
ment found himself inundated with letters 
and comments for and against the con- 


tinged incarceration of Clancy Van- 
Gundy in the brutal beating of Jason 
Harris. 

And finally, Crawford said, his ruling 
to release VanGuody reflected a con- 
fidence in the power of rehabilitation -- 
and a belief that, in the arena of racial 
hatred, enough was enough 

Crawford spoke at length to The Call 
and Post to explain his ruling,

The case of Clancy VanGundy may 
not be over, despite a judge's decision. 

Referring to Milton and Shakespeare, 
and noting the “hardships” that the 
defendant and his family would receive, 
Franklin County Common Pleas Court 
Judge Dale Crawford released Clancy 
VanGundy from prison on "supershock" 
probation 

Crawford's action apparently ended a 
four-year ordeal that began when Van- 
Gundy brutally beat Jason Harris outside 
a movie theater in 1989. It ended with 
VanGundy serving only seven months in 
jail 

But the family of Jason Harris is not 
giving up the fight for justice. The family 
continues to have a civil suit on file, 
awaiting hearing once the legality of 
Ohio's ethnic intimidation law is decided 
by the U.S. Supreme Court. 

And the family’s attorney has met with 
representatives of the U,S. Jugtice 


Department to seek federal charges 
against VanGundy for his assault 6n 
Harris. , 

VanGundy, the son of a Columbus 
police officer, Jack VanGundy, was can- 
victed of felonious assault after the 1989 
beating. He had said that he had 
returned to his car, near Eastland Mail, 
and found it vandalized, and he had 
gathered some friends to identify the per- 
petrators. : 

It was then that he attacked Harris, 
who was 15 at the time and was in the 
company of a racially-mixed group of 
friends, Using racial epithets in ad- 
dressing Harris, VanGundy beat the 
youth in the-head with a baseball bat, 
causing a temporary partial loss of sight 
and a permanent partial loss-of hearing 

The case generated wide publicity; 
and Crawford noted that in

WWCASVILLE, OHIO -- Sharron 
L. Kornegay is accustom to being 
in the spotlight. She was worked for 
Channel 10-and has displayed her 
talemts in “Connections”, a public 
acc®ss television show. But surely 
non@of this can compare to what 
shy facing in Lucasville, Ohio, 

About 3 p.m. Easter Sunday, 
several inmates had ‘staged a 
fistfignt and subsequently took 
eight prison guards and held them 
hostage. During the - riot, six in- 
mates were slain. Another inmate 
was found two days later in a dif- 
ferent cell Block 

It was then Kornegay was called 
upon for action. 

Swamped by media personnel 
from across the country, Kornegay 
was surrounded and answering 
questions as to what the Ohio 
Department of Rehabilitation and 
Corrections next moves were and 
how they planned on handling the 


hostage situation, She was often

Anywhere there is an 
unusual situation like this, there is 
always stress. She is in a real 
stressful situation." 

Kornegay was unavailable for 
comment. Arthur Tate, Jr., Warden 
of Southern Ohio Correctional 
Facility, who is black, was also un- 
reachable. But Lynn Goff, another 
spokeswoman for the department 
said Kornegay has worked a. dif- 
ficult number of hours and is per- 
forming very well under these 
conditions 

"Sharron is a true professional," 
said Goff, "She has been constant- 
ly involved. | have worked with 
Sharron on other projects and she 
has done a- professional job." 

For those who know Kornegay, 
knows she is very competent at 
everything she has done. Those 
who didn't, are now fully aware 


inmate, discovered two days after 
the riot, is unknown. 

Judy Drake, a spokeswoman for 
the Ohio Department of Rehabilita- 
tion and Corrections, said the 
whole area is secure and the 
hostages are being in. the L Block 
building, a maximum-security 
facility. Prison guards from across 
Ohio, state highway patrols, Tacti- 
cal Response Teams and Distur- 
bance Control Teams have 
surrounded the prison 

The prisoners are asking for 
television coverage, and have 
complained about the lack of 
space in the facility. Meanwhile 
electricity, food and water supplies 
have been shut off and will not 
resume until all the hostages are 
frae, Prisoners said they may be 
willing to released hostages if they 
are granted aif time 

After the riot, Ohio prisons took 
@ proactive stance to prevent total 
prison chaos. "Most prisons went 
intg lock down mode," said Wilkin- 
son, "We gave wardens discretion 
of what the atmosphere wastlike (in 
their prisons). Some facilities will 
continue to lock down and other 
will do something different.” 

Sharron Kornegay, communica- 
tion specialist for the Ohio Depart- 
ment of Rehabilitation and 
Corrections said that no prisoners 
escaped during the ‘riot, andehey 
are doing everything possible to 
get the stand-off resolved. "It's 
been a long haul,” she said 

Those that are found guilty of 


. killing the inmate will receive 


severe penalties, Wilkinson said. 
"Our concern is to make sure 

our Staff is safe," said Wilkinson 

"The prisoners think they have 


,degitimate concerns. Fortunately 


we have a good relationship with 
the highway patrol. We benefit 
from their éxpertise. Our desire is 
to have significant enough (man- 
power) to handle any situation,"

St., "leverage" was used by several 
of the speakers to introduce the 
Neighborhood Partnership Pro- 
gram (NPP), spearheaded by

"Leverage" to Mayor Greg 
Lashutka means “stretching dol- 
lars" to achieve funding goals 
Monday's announcement was 
about four organizations jointly 
funding--leveraging dollars for--a 
program that will be driven by 
needs which neighborhood leaders 
themselves identify to be important 

NPP-is a $500,000 grant pro- 
gram supported by contributions 
from the city of Columbus, National 
City Bank/Columbus, Community 


Council members work to promote summer programs 


Cauncil Matt Habash, chairman 
of the Parks and Recreation Com 
mitte@, sponsored legislation at a 
recent City Council meeting ap- 
proprlating $110,000 which will be 
used to increase staffing at the 
Dity's recreation centers 

In.an earlier action, Council ap 
proved $15,000 to be used for in- 
servibe training of recreation center 
persdnnel 


At news conference before the 
meeting, Councilman Habash ex 
plained the program. He was joined 
by Councilwoman Les Wright 
Director. of Parks and recreation 
Gary Fenton, and Safety Director 
Leonard Keller 


“This legislation will provide 
11,090 hours of service at the 
recr@ation center,” states Habash 
“Thirfgen center will have longer 


hour$ of operation. All rec center . 


and playgrounds will have two staff 
members on duty at all times 
Playground sites-will be expanded 
from’70 to 75." 

According to Habash, the 
popular, week-long Teens Discover 


Columbus program will run for 11 
weeks throughout the summer. 

Les Wright, who established the 
Summer Youth‘ Basketball Pro 
gram two years ago, will introduce 
legislation appropriating 440,000 
for that program to cgptinue this 
summer ‘ 


“We want to expand the oppor- 
tunity for our young pedple be- 
tween the ages of 13-21 to belong 
to a summer basketgall league,’ 
explains Wright. "To meet the 
needs of all our youngsters, this 
years program will be expanded 
fo include our young women." 

Habash emphasized that this is 
a comprehensive approach to in- 
creasing security in the recreation 
center. "Added staff, crisis preven 
tion training for all staff, and more 
programs provide for more positive 
long-term solutions than adding 
metal detectors," 

Safety Director, Leonard Keller, 
has also been very supportive of 
this approach, "Everyone must try 
to address community needs," our 
youth and reduces the number of 
juveniles who may get involved 
with the police,” 


Keller has. promised the par- 
ticipation of police officers and fire 
fighters in programs which estab- 
lish peer relationships and self-es- 
teem in our youth 

"We want cops talking to kids so 
that they can develop a rapport with 
them," said Keller, "Our Firefighters 
Against Drugs have already estab- 
lished a strong presence in our rec 
centers." 

Police officers are also en- 
couraged to stop by the rec center 
to complete their paperwork. “This 
gives the centers a police presence 
without added expense to our tax- 
payers.” 


Councilman Habash states, "! 
am very pleased by the coopera- 
tion we have» received from the 
police and their willingness to find 
effective solutions to these 
problems. 


Habash also praised Council- 
woman Jennette Bradley, former 
Chair of the Committee for 
Recreatiorpand Parks, for her initial 
interest and support for the sum- 
mer programs

"The Columbus Foundation will 
administer the program,” said City 
Councilman Michael Coleman, "but 
the ideas must be initiated by the 
neighborhoods themselves.

volunteer hours, cash and donated 
goods and services. 

“We already know the program 
works,” said Charles Phillips, vice 
president of Community Mutual In- 
surance Company. 

In the Neighborhood Partner- 


}ship Program, similar matching 


support can be used, according to 
Donna Waterson, special projects 
officer with the Columbus Founda- 
tion, Volunteers, for example, are 
billed at $8.00 per hours for the 
purpose of determining matching 
dollars in a grant proposal. 

The bulk of the funds for the 
program ($200,000) will come from 
the city of Columbus for capital im- 
provements in neighborhoods--that 
is, for such things as curb.and street 
repair, street light installation, etc. 
The other three donors each con- 
tributed $75,000, but their dollars 
are not as restricted as the city's 
dollars 

Any non-profit neighborhood or- 
ganization that is broadly repre- 


sentative of the neighborhood and 
that has a majority of its members 
or participants residing in the neigh- 
borhood may apply for a grant 
Grant proposals may be submitted 
to address anything from com- 
munity organizing to recreational, 
beautification, cultural and:leader- 
ship programs 

"We were looking for something 
to reflect our interest and continued 
commitment to neighborhagds," 
said Gary Glaser, presidents dRla- 
tional City Bank 

As with CommunityQuest, NPP 
is a one-time project to be re- 
funded on a year-to-year basis, if 
there is sufficient interest in the pro- 
gram. Program funders hope to get 
the pool of money up to $500,000 
from its currentdevel of $425,000 

Workshops will be held ta ac- 
quaint neighborhood leaders with 
the application process.

As 
Marshall and King said so many 
times, "The job ahead is too great 
to be bickering in division and 
isolation, It is through coalition 
building that the negatives of 
division will be overcome." 

Thus, we must challenge our 
leaders to shed their blankets of 
comfort. We must challenge those 
leaders who have lived in a world in 
which they have always been in the 
majority to spend time in the 
minority communities.

NAACP-network that extends from the nation’s Houghs 
and Harlems to Soweto and beyond, 

Chavis’ appointment is significant for the NAACP 
board, in that it seems to acknowledge the 
organization's desperate need for change, It is undeni- 
able that Black America -- and America generally -- has 
been, and continues to be, well-served by the NAACP. 
There is no single organization that can claim more 
credit for dismantling America’s system of apartheid, 
and creating a civil. rights movement that spawned 
advances for women, the elderly and the disabled, than 
the NAACP. 

At the same time, it has been viewed by many as an 
aging tiger, still attempting to struggle against the 
enemies of the past. Its board leadership is aging, and 
undoubtedly out of touch with much of the new thinking 
that is coming out of the nation’s inner cities. It has 
seen itself paralyzed in the face of new challenges, 
such as it weak and tentative position on the nomina- 
tion of Clarence Thomas to the Supreme Court. And 
it has failed to give many in the Black community a 
powerful sense of its own importance as an organiza- 
tion -- a dangerous shortcoming in an era when the 
battles against legalized structures of oppression have 
largely been won, and the civil rights movement con- 
fronts racism and oppression in. different forms. 

Chavis is a talented and committed leader who will 
bring a fresh vision and insight to the organization. We 
applaud the NAACP for having the courage to bring in 
an outsider who will, undoubtedly, lead an organization 
Into the 27st century that has dominated the legal 
battles of the 20th century. 


promoter, Sol Hurok, had sought to have the extraor- 
dinary contralto perform at Constitution Hall, which was 
owned by the Daughters of the American Revolution.

But the excellence of the voice did not 
compare to the extraordinary courage and quiet dignity

One could conclude by their failure to 
apologize that the expressions of remorse were made 
for the 'judge's:benefit, not the family’s 

Neither has VanGundy actually admitted what 
Judge Crawlord declared -- that he had committed an 
"unprovoked, senseless act which was racially 
motivated." He has consistently denied any racial 
motivation. He has continued to say that he was afraid 
personally afraid -- a statement that has been belied by 
the overwhelming evidence against him. 

if the critical elements of remorse and penitence are 
the admission and recognition of the severity and the 
depravity of one’s own actions, then Clancy VanGundy 
has notin any way demonstrated his remorse. 

No one wants to stay in prison. In that regard, 
Clancy VanGundy js not unusual. But it is disappoint- 
ing that Judge Crawlord would identify VanGundy's 
"remorse" as a grounds for action, when in fact it 
appears that he has demonstrated little remorse for the 
family or the individual he has permanently scarred 

At theisame time, we believe that Judge Crawford's 
decision sends a chilling message in the Black com- 
munity. The message, quite frankly, is simple: your 
lives are somehow mot worth as much, you can be 
Subjected to extraordinary brutality and your attackers 
will not bear the full weight of their criminality. In the 
first place, the nature of the attack -- a baseball bat to 
the head -- could indicate to someone that the intent 
was not merely to injure, but to kill, While VanGundy 
was not accused of attempted murder, itis certainly not 
a far stretch to see the possibilities of what a baseball 
bat to the head of a 15-year-old child could do. 

Now, VanGundy is out of prison, He has a job -- 
courtesy of J.C. Penney's -- and a new life. Somehow, 
it makes us wonder whether either true mércy or justice 
was served by this kid-gloves treatment of a brutal

If there is one issue that will have the most impact 
on the budget of the State of Ohio from now interminab- 
ly into the future, it is the issue of welfare reform, 
including the medicaid program 

If there is one policy issue that the legislature recog- 
nizes as absolutely essential to the future of the state, 
it is welfare reform, including medicaid 

And if there is one issue that the legisiature-has 

stremendous difficulty addressing in a meaningful way, 
itis welfare reform, including medicaid. 

But if necessity is the mother of 
invention, then desperation is the 
father of action, And now, as the 
State's budget prognosis becomes 
increasingly deeper, there is finally 
the possibility that the state legisia- 
ture will attempt to gaifi a handle on 
welfare/medicaid. 

State Rep. Ray Miller is one of 
those pushing for some action, 
Miller is calling for the legislature to 
appoint a joint legislative committee 
to address the welfare/medicaid 
problem prior to the enactment of the state budget. 
Miller believes that is essential. 

“There's nothing in the budget bill that deals with 
welfare reform and medicaid reform, and those are 
issues | believe must be addressed," Miller, chairman 
of the House Finance Subcommittee on Human 
Resources, said 

Two separate welfare reform bills are currently 
moving through the legislature. Senate Bill 1, currently 
being heard by the Senate Ways and Means Commit- 
lee, is an update of a proposal jointly made by legisla- 
tive Republicans and Governor Voinovich in 1992. It 
was at this time that the governor made a number of 
proposals to gain some control over the state's 
medicaid budget, including imposition of a bed tax on 
nursing homes to provide funding for outpatient senior 
citizens programs 

The measure had also included some provisions 
human services opponents opposed, such as a 
“learnfare" model program which would tie eligibility for 
welfare to children's attendance in school 

Miller's proposal, House Bill 100, also is fashioned 
as a welfare reform measure. It passed the House 
Human Resources Committee, after it was stripped of 
a provision which would require companies receiving 
state loans and grants to set aside five percent of the 
newly-created jobs for welfafe recipients 

While welfare reform, in the minds of many people, 
is limited to measures which are designed to take 
people off the state’s Aid to Families with Dependent

Children rolls, the major fiscal problem facing the state 
is not AFDC, 
Despite all the cdncern about the. rising costs of 
welfare, there is "not one thin dime in the budget fora 
rant increase for ADC recipients,” Miller said. And 
Roc and general relief programs pale in comparison 
to the cost of medicaid 
“| get sick and tired of the welfare bashing, “Miller 
said. While much of the attention of the public is 
focused on AFDC benefits and poor families, “the 
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human services budget continues to rise because of __ 
medicaid costs." 

"We have a $30 billion budget," Miller said. "A tull 
one-third of it is medicaid. And 40 percent of the $10 
billion (the department of human services will spend 
on- medicaid in the upcoming biennium) Is for long-term 
care, so you've got 40 percent of the medicaid budget 
going to four percent of the population,” Miller added 
that thié 40 percent of the budget is going overwhelm- 
ingly to institutional care for elderly patients, 

“Ninety-six percent of our dollars for long-term care 
are going to institutional care," Miller said. "The na 
tional average is 10 percent. That's way out of line, 
and we've got to address that." 

At the same time, the state's hospitals are groaning 
under the weight of uncompensated care for indigent 
families -- literally hundreds of millions of dollars per 
year is spent by hospitals to provide such care. While 
the state has attempted to create a “hospital care 
assurance program" to recoup some of those dollars, 
such action4s contingent upon approval by the federal 
government -- an approval which has not been granted 
in the past. 

While the major fiscal problem is medicaid, the issue 
of welfare reform will be linked to the AFDC and general 
relief programs as long as the public continues to view 
those as the major culprits. For that reason, it is likely 
that longterm reform of any of the programs will be 
accomplished without both the grant programs and 
medicaid being addressed

playing Russian roulette,” 15- 
year-old dies of accidental gunshot 
wound,” and all in the first 12 days 
of April, 1993 

Headlines such as these, and 
Statisti @ this are a sad com- 
mentary of our community. The 
question is, "When are we going to 
wake up and take charge and say, 
no more!" How many more 
children are we going to let die, 
before we stop legislating to the 
youth and begin communicating 
with them. When you look at each 
of these cases you see that some- 
nee horrifically wrong. 

ie first scenario has a three-year-old child who 
weighs all of 39 Ibs. and is three inches tall supposedly 
taking a gun and shooting himself in the right temple. 
Now | am no expert when it comes to handguns, having 
only held one once in my life and that was in that last 
six months, but | think itis alittle difficult to say the least 
for a child of that age and stature to hold a’gun, point 
it and pull the trigger. Also finding that pretty hard to 
believe is Det, Jeff Martin of the Cleveland Police 
Department who says that it is sometimes a difficult 
task for many police women. 

This case has been ruled an accidental death bya 
self-inflicted gunshot wound. The coroner and the 
prosecutor should sit down and reevaluate this case, 
and while investigating gather a group of three-year- 
olds of varying sizes and determine the feasibility of 
this actually happening. 

The many protestors that have been vocal and 
many other issues, should also take a look at this case, 
because here before young Clinton Hawkins was able 
to Begin his life it was tragically snuffed out, 

Then there is Stacey Evans, the 15,year-old who 
allegedly shot himself as he and his “boys” were 
playing "Russian Roulette" or “Sweatin’ the new street 
lingo for this ancient game of dare. One one, man 
commenting on the interest in “Sweatin" said, "Some- 
times you just frontin’ how hard.you are, other times,

| believe he is sorry, but my question is what hap- 
pened to what parents used to drill into the heads of

CIRCUMSTANCES POINT A GUN AT SOMEONE? 

Penalizing handgun owners is not the answer, be- 
cause there are many instances in this day and age 
when a handgun is needed to protect oneself. The only 
Solution. is to sink the message of gun safety into the 
heads of these thick skulled gun owners.

Gre children are brought in by police from drug raids, Some children confide in a 
caring teacher or friend. Some come with parents, who don't know where else to 
go for help. But no child in need is turned away by Franklin County Children Services. 
FCCS provides services for abused, neglected, and dependent children as part of its 
legal mandate. These services are provided both directly and through a partnership 


FCCS is required by law to investigate referrals and to serve all children who need 
protection and care. FCCS received 13,681 referrals in 1992—up 10.6% from the prior 
year—and completed 12,748 investigations—up 19.7%. Cases opened and sent to the 
Agency's four regions for ongoing service totaled 2,972—up 7% from 1991. Of the 
cases opened, 996 were opened because of neglect, 926 for abuse, 500 for dependency, 
382 for unruly behavior, and 168 for delinquency. 

One in nine children in Franklin County received help from Franklin County 
Children Services last year. The 25,641 children served represents a 9% increase over 
1991, and a 28% increase over just three years ago. 

In addition, more young children were served than everbefore. In 1992 nearly 55% 
of the children helped were under the age of 10, with 35% age five and-under. Three 
years ago, 50% of the children FCCS served were under 10; and 31% five and under 

By early identification of children in need, offering supportive services and building 
ona family's strengths, FCCS works to alleviate the problems facing children and 
families so they can build a better future. 


1 Keeping Families Together 


Jerry P. and his five children went from “down in the dumps” to “cloud nine” last, 
year, with the help of a partnership of community agencies. “You're not alone... there 
are people who will help,” is his advice to others who are overwhelmed. 

Plagued by a drinking problem, illiteracy, unemployment, and eviction, Jerry 


felt there was no way out. In September the family was referred to FCCS. After 


investigation, the children were left at home and his case was turned over to FCCS’s 
Family Preservation Unit, who saw him as a devoted father with some serious 
problems. A team of professionals from FCCS, Crittenton Family Services, Volunteers of 
America, Franklin County Cooperative Extension Services, Charity Newsies, and 

the Literacy Council helped Jerry and his children stay together. 

“Jerry is a very determined person, who wants to do anything to keep his children 
together,” say the social workers, Jerry is proving that. He has quit drinking and is 
attending Alcoholics Anonymous, taking classes in reading and writing, and learning 
to believe in himself. “I fee! great now because my kids respect me,” he says. “Our 
family is closer than ever.” He hopes that by speaking out, “others may see that no 
matter how bad things seem...there are places to go.” 

Seventy-one percent of children on Franklin County Children Services’ open 
caseload during 1992 remained with their families. Of children requiring placement, 
an average of 130 children were reunited with their families each month—up from 
117 children reunited monthly in 1991. All out-of-home placements must be approved 
by the Franklin County Juvenile Court.

Filling up ata 
black-owned 
fuel station 


My thirtysomething years bopping around 
on this planet have left one conclusion 
Stamped indelibly on my approach to things: 
some of the most useful knowledge to which 
you will ever be exposed will come often from 
sources you might least expect to produce 
them. 

My “bopping around" a couple of weeks 
ago put me in front of an old man, Roy 
Cornute, a black service station owner, about 
whor | felt obliged to write. Part of his story 
appeared in these pages last week. 

Roy's business life interested me because 
his story is of career thatis so placid, almost 
to the extent of being undramatic. Roy seems 
to have figured out just what he wants to do 
and say as well as the extent to which he 
wants to do and say it, no matter what 
anybody thinks. He seems s0 totally unper- 
turbed by the hustle and bustle around him, 
all his business goals having been achieved. 

Why Brother Roy, | thought, didn't you 
expand your service station base since you 
were in the business early--1945, right after 
World War thand* before the major expansion 
in the 1960s economy which was backed up 
by the. energy needs of the "baby boom" 
generation? 

I didn't ask Roy that question, though, be- 
Cause it was so hauntingly rhetorical that | just 
didn't want to unsettle his day and seem to 
lecture him with the benefit of 1993 hindsight. 

Roy's was not a problem of not having the 
money to go’into business, He saved his 
money while in the Army, bought the land on 
which his station is built, and then had the 
Station built with more of his own money. 

Heisnow 77 years old and has determined 
that in the few years he has {eft, he will 
probably open and manage his station 
everyday, even if he doesn't have anything 
near the volume. of gasoline sales that his 
station experienced back in the late 70s and 
early 80s, 

In my interview with the old man, | think | 
picked up on something else in his approach, 
a certain resignation to circumstance. | have 
seen this approach manifested elsewhere 
often enough from people in Roy's generation 
that | think it bears some discussion. 

There was a generation of black business 
owners that felt that if they did a little busi- 
ness, enough to have a decent living for them- 
selves and their families, enough to get by, 
they wouldn't have to worry about being chal- 
lenged by the larger markets’ in which they 
operated. 

They wouldn't have to answer the kind of 
questions a minister from my own childhood 
in North Carolina had to answer when he was 
driving through the backwoods of South 
Carolina, That minister was stopped by a 
tobacco-chewing highway patrol bubba and 
asked where he got that shiny new car he was 
driving. Blacks, then Negroes, weren't sup- 
posed to drive anything so sharp in those 
days. They weren't supposed to have big 
businesses either. 

Doing a little business, keeping your héad 
below the cannons being blasted above the 
trenches meant you could survive a little 
longer, and perchance, do just fine. You 
could do business without being bothered. 
You were "staying in your place" If you weren't 
making much noise, if you weren't getting “too 
big for your breeches." 

Cornute’s battles and the battles fought by 
people like him were the battles of a genera- 
tion that was denied its rightful spot in the 
nation’s marketplaces. They persisted 
anyway. They were often "springboards" and 
Catalysts of thé Sort that did in fact go un- 
noticed because they were so quiet. 

And Cornute is adamant when he says, "! 
worked for what I've got. I'm not going to give 
it away." He has no heir apparent, however, 
since his only child is a daughter who has 
other interests. 

Men like Cornute saw opportunities in their 
communities and sought to capitalize on 
them to the extent that they could. Their 
Success, however small in relative terms, 
allowed them to send children to college, help 
support black colleges, help finance their 
church's building funds and the struggles of 
the civil rights movement 

Even though | had little interest in business 
during my childhood, | recall the struggles of 
Mr. Elder, the black owner of the Shell service 
station my father patronized so he wouldn't be 
bothered with the hassles of racial intimida- 
tion. | recall Mr, Malachi Green, the construc- 
tion contractor, who won good contracts 
because he was just so good at what he did. 

it is a tad frightening, yet, to think what 
would have happened and how far along we 
African Americans would be if those 
entrepreneurs had achieved equal access to 
markets, if they had been allowed to dream 
big, if, Heaven forbid, they had the same 
educational opportunities as do so_ many in 
my generation. But that’s the true legacy of 
discrimination, isn't it?

If you're scrambling to find thé docu- 
ments you need to prepare your — 
tax return, here's a reason to stop rush 
ing around: you can easily obtain an 
automatic tax-fiting-extension that will 
give you four additional months to com- 
plete your tax return. 

Mark B. LaPlace, CPA and president 
of the Columbus Chapter of The Ohio 
Society of CPAs (OSCPAs) points out 
that obtaining a filing extension may help 
you to avoid making costly errors, such 
as overlooking valuable deductions. 

The IRS will not single you out for a 
tax audit simply because you request a 
filing extension. On the other hand, 
CPAs warn that the IRS may pay closer 
attention to a return that lacks proper 
documentation, such as a W-2 form, or 
one that contains mathematical errors. 

REQUESTING AN EXTENSION 

For the first time, the IRS will now 
accept an application for an automatic 
four-month extension of time to file, even

Kentucky Fried Chicken (KFC) 
recently launched five -Neighborhood 
KFC. restaurants in Columbus. Neigh- 
borhood KFC allows KFC to closely tar- 
get specific customer segments with 
special food offerings and a more 
relevant restaurant-atmosphere: - 

The five Columbus Neighborhood 
KFCs join 10 others in Ohio (three in 
Dayton, seven in Cincinnati) as part of a 
phased national rollout of the Neighbor- 
hood KFC concept which began in the 
third quarter of 1992. KFC expects to 
create as many as 500 Neighborhood 
KFCs by mid-1993. 

"We're trying to be more relevant to 
Columbus consumers in specific neigh- 
borhoods by offering special food and a 
more appealing restaurant atmosphere 
With Detter music and more relevant res- 
taurant decorations,” said Mike Neuer- 
man, one of two KFC market managers 
based in Columbus. 

Neighborhood KFCs in Columbus 
now serve--in addition to KFC’s tradition- 
al menu items--Honey BBQ Chicken, 
Hot 'n Spicy Chicken, Red Beans and 
Rice, Mean Greens, Macaroni and 
Cheese, Peach Cobbler, and Sweet 
Potato Pie. In addition, the five KFCs 
sport "demographically relevant" in- 
store art and point-ofpurchase 
materials. 

Neighborhood KFC was first tested in 
1991 in Baltimore. The concept was 
refined and began expanding in late 
1992 and now includes restaurants in 

——Atlanta,_ Boston, Chicago,.New York, 
Detroit, Philadelphia and other loca- 
tions. .KFC is currently testing a 
Hispanic Neighborhood KFC in 13 
Miami locations. Menu offerings there 
include Fried Plantains, Black Beans 
and Rice, Boiled Yucca, Flan and Tres 
Leches. 

While no sales data exists yet for the 
Columbus market, KFCs in other 
markets have logged sales increases of 
5-30 percent after implementing the 
Neighborhood KFC concept. Columbus’ 
Neighborhood KFCs are located at 721 
E. Broad St., 884 E. 5th Ave., 1990 E. 
Main St., 611 E. Livingston Ave., and 
3142 Cleveland Ave. 

KFC restaurants in the U.S. serve 
more than 1,3 billion meals annually 
(more than 3.5 billion pieces per year) to 
more than 1.3 million customers each 
day. Currently, KFC holds a 50 percent 
share of total U.S. fast food chicken 
sales of almost $7 billion. 

Introduced by* Colonel Harland 
Sanders in 1939, KFC is the world's most 
popular chicken restaurant chain with 
more than 8,700 outlets in 63 countries

if the taxpayer can't pay what's owed with 
the extension, 

In the past, if a taxpayer filed an ex- 
tension and didn't pay the tax with the 
extension, IRS would consider the re- 
quest invalid and assess the failure-to- 
file iy on the delinquent return. The 
failure-to-file penalty is five percent per 
month on the balance due on the return, 
notto exceed 25 percent. 

To get an automatic four-month exten- 
sion of time to file, taxpayers should ‘file 
Form 4868, Application for Automatic Ex- 
tension of Time To File U.S. Individual 
Income Tax Return, and properly es- 


timate their tax liability. Current instruc- 
tions for Form 4868 and other IRS pub- 
lications still state that all tax must be 
paid by April 15. The IRS will update 
these instructions for 1993 returns to 
reflect the new rules. 

- Even with the extension, there are 
interest charges on any taxes paid after 
April 15, If payments made by April 15 
are less than 90 percent of the total tax, 
there is a late payment penalty of 0.5 

percent of the unpaid taxes per month. 

To keep these charges as low as pos- 

sible, the IRS advises taxpayers to pay 
as much as they can as soon as they can. 
Taxpayers may even make payments 
before they actually file their returns. 

Any taxpayer making payments 

before filing should be sure to include on 
the checks all the information necessary 
to credit the money _ properly--social 
security number (SSN)«the tax year and 
the form number. Example; SSN 123- 
45-6789, Tax Year 1992, Form 1040. 
Joint filers should use the primary SSN-

-that is, the number that will appear first 
onthe return, 

If you can't meet the extended August 
15 deadline, the IRS may be willing to 
give you more time to complete your tax 
return; provided you have a good 
reason, such as illness of yourself or a 
family member. The reason must be 
stated in Form 2688, Application for Ad- 
ditional Extension of Time to File U.S. 
Individual Income Tax Return. OSCPAs 
point out that you must file Form 2688 
before the end of your original four- 
month extension. If the IRS agrees to 
your request, you will be allowed an ad- 
ditional two-month extension until Oc- 
tober 15. 

U.S. citizens or residents whose tax 
homes are outside the United States 
and Puerto Rico are subject to slightly 
different tax rules. They can automat- 
ically extend their filing date and tax pay- 
ment until June 15.

IRS spokesperson Teri Dixon said more than 46,700 Ohio families qualified 
for the credit last year; even more may qualify to claim the credit on their 1992 


"The 1992 income levels of many families fell due to unemployment," Dixon 
said, “As a result, some families may qualify for the credit for the first time." 

Generally, the earned income credit is available to working parents, either 
single or married, with incomes under $22,370. Married couples usually must

against Jason Harris. 

“He feels remorse for what he 
did to his family, not for what he did 
to my family,” Mrs. Harris said, 
noting that no one from the Van- 
neitherClancy 
VanGundy himself nor his family -- 
had ever “sent a card, written a 
letter, to say they were sorry.” 

Harris said she felt the criminal 
justice system has “failed us" in this 
case. She expressed disappoint- 
ment that the Adult Probation 
Department had recommended 
VanGundy's probation, and that 
the office of Prosecutor Michael 


have come up for parole after 21 
months. 

He believed that VanGundy was 
unlikely to participate in such ac- 
tions again. 

“He has been shocked into 
reality that he did’ something 
wrong,” Crawford said of Van- 
Gundy. Because he was forced to 
go to jail, "there is a part of that 
young child's psyche -- and he is a 
young child -- that realizes he did 
something wrong." 

While Crawtord stated in the 
decision that he believed 
VanGundy's actions were both ra- 
cially motivated and unprovoked -- 
contrary to the statements Van- 
Gundy continued to make, even in 
his probation hearing -- he added 
in his decision that “all of the 
evidence before the court is that
